“No tolls shall be lovied npon ships

“This enactipent sinply makes into
Law what the party had demunded at
Baltimore and the  democrats who
valed for it thonght they were follow-
ing the platform of the party,  The
Il we are considering repeals this
provigion absolutely; and the  presi-
dent asks us to pass it on the groumd
that it is a subhsidy, aml therefore con-
trary to time-honored democratic prin-
ciples.  Ile #nid that it ‘constitnies g
mistaken economie policy from every
point of view.'

“The plank in the platform aboui
the merchant marine rewds as follows:

“We believe in fostering by constitu-
tional regunlation of commerce, the
growth of & merchant marine. which
shall develop and strenglhen the com-
mercial ties which bind us to our sis-
ter republics of the south, but without
imposing additional burdeng' upon the
people, and without bountfes or subsi-
dies from the public treasiry.”

“This language, too, is ploin and ex-
plicit: bnt to some minds, why the
ideas nre inconsistent and  destroy
excll ather is hand o see.  We glone
huilt the canal and have spent four
hundred millions of dollaes in its con-
struetion, and many people feel  that
onr conndiry oueght to get all the bene-
it possible from il for s citizens.
The canal, broadly speaking, is merely
an extenslon of our coastline by join-
ing the (wo oceans  together Why
exact tolls from our citizens for pass-
ing through it then? The only argu-
ment  why  Amerioan  ships  going
througi the eanan! should  pay  tolls
filke shipe of olher nations is either
hecanse of our tresty obligntions, or
hecause all the people cannot enjoy
the henefite alike. In the very nature
of things all the taxpayers in the
United States cannnt enjoy the same
privilege in regund lo the canal as
those owning ships do. 1t was o na-
tlonal enterprise, undertaken primari-
Iy on account of the United States
navy. The leson presented by the
long and dangerous voyage of the Ore-
gon from' our western coast aroun:
Cape Horn during the Spanisl-Ameri-
ean war, only arriving just in time
to participate in the baitle of Santi-
ago, had much to do with hurrying
up the construction of the canal. It
required the united efforts of ull the
people of the country to furnish the
money to carry on this gigantic work
to a success. Bul for its national
importance, it wonlld not have heen
undertaken by the government alone.
The upkeep of the eanal will require
a deal of money, to suy nothing of
guarding it. It vl he many venrs
before money received from tolls will
come near equalling the expense to
maintain the canal amd  provide a
sinking fund.
of tolls would be a subsidy or not is
not worth while to argue. 1f we remit
the toll entirely to our constwise ships
those owning them would get the bhene-
fit of the nuation's hounty and have
the enjoyment of specinl favors, which
in the very nature of things all the
people cannot have., This §s the poi-
fcy of republican prolection and the
democracy hag declured that policy to
be™“*¥ahbery."”

“We. hear much about a shipping
truet, hut the most complele mono-
poly in the United States at this time
is ourt.coastwisge trade. Nol a pnssen-
ger ar a pound of freight ean be ear-
ried from one port to another in the
United States except in &n American
bullt ship. Our navigation laws need
mending as much, indeed more, than
this law which we propose to repeal;
and [ should gladly support an amend-
ment to allow vessels hullt abroad and
purchased by oygr cillzens to obtaln
American reglsiry. and enter into our
conelwlse trade. We created the
shipping trust by this favoritism. If
our people can buy just as good ships
ns we can have bullt at home, far
cheaper, why not allow them to do it?
